Plastics Are Used 
By Horticulturists 
For Rooting Plants 


H. L. Speer, assistant county 
agent, at his home in Pahokee, 
has a wonderful guava tree, 
which has attracted consider- 
able attention of state horticul- 
turists. The mature tree bears 
a fruit larger than a tennis ball, 
and is of the finest texture and 
flavor. He has been asked to 
propogate a number of chutes 
or plannings, for distribution 
in key locations in the state. 
Mr. Speer states that tropical 
fruit growers of Florida are 
starting to awake to the com- 
mercial value of the oderifer- 
ous guava, for table use, jellies, 
preserves and candies. 
A stamp Sadened package ar- 
rived at Mr. Speer’s desk from 
Col. Grove, of Laurel, Florida, 
which contained a supply of 
plastic rubber film, which hor- 
ticulturists are now using in 
the propogation of planting. 
This film has the propérties of 
retaining moisture and the pass- 
ing of the air from the outside 
to the interior. 
A slip can be imbedded in a 
clump of moistened moss, until 
it developes roots sufficient for 
safe transplanting. The root is 
then cut from the limb or graft, 
and planted without stopping 
the growth, and hastens the 
maturing of the plant. 
‘This is one real progress that 
has been made in horticultural 
work, and is ‘being adopted 
most every where by tree and 
shrubbery growers. Local peo- 
ple who may be interested in 
seeing th plastic can do so at 
Mr. Speer’s office.

The influence of “Big Bus- 
and our indispensible 
winter tourists were reflected 
in the Tuesday voting in Palm 
Beach County. Twenty five of 
the 48 County precincts were car 
ried by Dewey, while Rolph 
Kaltenborn carried only three 
precincts against Dwight Rog- 
ers, 

Shawano- Hillsboro Planta- 
tion- is the only precinct in the 
County that didn,t cast at least 
one Republican vote. 

Dewey's total was 10,800 
against 9301 for Truman, while 
Thurmon garnered 3370, with 
Wallace having 622; this is in 
the County. 

In the seven Glades pre- 
cincts Truman received more 
than the other three combined, 
1123; Dewey got 597; Thurmond 
328 and Wallace 26. Rogers re- 
ceived 1057 while Kaltenborn 
garnered 343 in the Glades, 
while in the County Kalten- 
born received 6534 to Rogers’ 
9468, 

In the State, the Republicans 
won in ten rounties, and there 
were four counties where a 
change in. just a few votes 
would havé put them in the 
Republican column, 

Lake, Orange and Putnam 
Counties are the only interior 
counties going Republican; the 
other seven were coastal coun- 
ties. Of the four where the dif- 
ference was just a few votes, 
all were coastal counties. 

Dade County which polled 
about 23 per cent of the States 
vote, also cast about the same 
percentage of th state’s Repub- 
lican votes, 

The vote indicates that Flor- 
ida’s votes are in a flux”con- 
dition and some attention must 
be paid the State nationally by 
any party. b 

The vote nationally is definite

„ E. E. Hargrave, of the Jewel Food Stores, Chica- 
go, recently pointed out that a great deal of work re- 
mains to be done in educating the public .as to the 
economic facts of life-particularly as they apply to 
the profits earned by retailers and other business. 

According to various public opinion polls, he said, 
two-thirds of the people think business profits aver- 
age more than 20 per cent, and some believe they run 
as high as 60 per cent. Yet overall profits run only 
about 5 per cent of sales and in some important lines, 
such as food chains, are substantially less than half 
as much. 

A considerable proportion of the people are of the 
opinion that the managers and owners of typical 
American businesses get 75 cents out of each dollar 
available fory wages and salaries, while workers get 
only 25 cents. The truth is that the workers get 87 
cents -and the owners and managers but 13 cents. 

Finaly, some of the polls indicate that 19 per cent 
of the people believe they would bet a better deal if 
the government managed business, and 14 per cent 
more think they would do about as well. In the light 
of the experience in the Soviet Union, where govern- 
ment ownership and control of everything have pro- 
anced one of the lowest standards of living in the 
world, that is an amazing opinion indeed.
